The committee, In their report, 
after revising the testimony, reach the 
conclusion that Warder did receive »1,2BO 
from certain persons interested in the 
success of the Jeffersonville levee ap- 
propriation ponding In the Forty-eighth 
Congress upon pretence of Influencing 
Congress in connection therewith, and 
they recommend that Warder be dis- 
missed from the service of the House.

gress, yet, so fur as the present inquiry 
Is concerned, they find that Mr. Stealy 
did not exict, collect or accept from any 
person any sura of money on the pre- 
tence or for the purpose of Influencing 
Congress or any committee thereof, or 
any member of any Senator In connection 
with the Jeffersouville appropriation, and 
except the impropriety of an employe be- 
ing concerned In any attempt to secure 
such an appropriation, Stealy was not 
connected with tbe matter. A resolution 
dismissing Mr. Warder from the service 
of the House accompanied the report. 


The President Sick ol tbe Huffwumps. 


WASHINGTON, May 11.—The word is 


being passed around that the President 
is done with the mugwumps, and that 
henceforward the Jacksonian theory is to 
have a fair trial. A practical illustration 
of the change of policy was furnished at 
the Treasury Department, where several 
dismissals took place yesterday.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—A large number of 


petitions were presented, among them one 
by Mr. Voorheea, signed by many citizens of 
Arizona, prHylnfr that the Senate may reject 
the House Mexlcun Pension bill, because It 
does not owe pensioners enough. Keferred. 


Mr. Fryu Introduced a bill to limit the com- 
mercial privileges or foreign countries In 
ports of the United States to such purposes 
as are accorded to American vessels In ports 
of such foreign countries. In Introducing 
the bill Mr. Frye referred to the debate In 
the Senate some weeks ago on the same sub* 
iect, In which It hud been stated that the 
President was now authorized to close the 
ports of this country under certain condi- 
tions, and said lie had carefully examined 
the law, and was satisfied It referred only to 
discriminating duties and tonnage dues, and 
not to the existing condition of affairs be- 
tween the United States and Canada. Mr. 
Prye thought the law authorising tbe Presi- 
dent to issue such proclamation should be 
clear and unmistakable, 90 that he should 
not huve the additional responsibility of de- 
termining the meaning of the law. 
Mr. Dnwcs offered resolutions, which wero 
agreed to without debate, requesting the 
President to 1 urnUh the 6enate.il not In- 
compatible with the pubilo Interest, any 
information In his possession concerning 
the seizure of the flahlng vpssel David 
Adams bv the Canadian authorities; also, 
Instructing the committee on foreign rela- 
tions to Inquire Into the seizure and what 
measures are necessary to protect tbe per- 
sons and property pf American citizens 
while engaged In lawful commerce In ports 
of the Dominion <3t Canada. 
Mr. Van Wyck Introduced a bill authoris- 
ing tbe Union Paolflo Itallroad to construct 
brunch roads. Referred. Mr. Tan Wyofc 
explained that this bill authorized the com- 
pany to use Its credit to build these lines. 
The company thought the law of 1878 pre- 
vented such use outs credit. He said since 
1X73 there had not been till now a manage- 
ment of that road that had rocpgnlzed the 
law of 1873, and that snoh was the caao now 
was a matter of congratulation. He also 
said that under this bill branches conld not 
be built by stock or bonded debt under any 
circumstances beyond their actual cost. 
Mr. Hoar submitted a resolution, which 
was referred to tbe committee on commerce, 
directing that committee, when reporting 
the River and Habor bill, to report tBe fact! 
upon which each item Is based, which Items 
are advisable and of National Importance; 
also, a statement of the condition of works 
already begun. 


Mr. Logan offered a resolution, which was 
agreed to, directing the pension committee 
to report back Senate bllf-the Ingalls bill- 
providing for the report of the limitation of 
arrears on pensions. 
• A resolution offered' by Mr. Ingalls was 
adopted, directing the Postmaster-General 
to report to the senate all cases of unad- 
justed salaries of postmasters under the act 
of March S,1S8S, with a statement of the 
amounts each would have received if paid 
npon the basis of commissions Under tbe act 
of 1954, and the amount of salary paid under 
the act of July, 1864. etc.; such statement to 
exhibit by comparison the (amounts under

- The Inter-State Commerce bill was then 
taken up. 
Mr. Ingalls' proposed amendment was

Snoiss was foiiud dead on the McDanlcl 
place Friday, evidently a victim to the 
gnats,

swarmed

noao. 


His month and nostrils were filled 
with guats. Swarms of gnats had settled 
In his wide-stretched eyes and were feed- 
lug ou the sightleHS orbs.

Was filled with gnats, and a halo of gnats 
hovered around the dead man. Suelss 
had 
been in the 
Languille swamp, 


and It is supposed that he tried to 
run away from the gnats. The insects 
were so thick, however, that they drove 
him wild and finally, becoming exhaust- 
ed, 
he lull prostrate, and then was 


smothered by the swarms ol gnats. 
The 


death ol Suelss must have been horrible 
—chokud into eternity by seething, liv- 
ing myriads of insects. This is the sec- 
ond case on record where buffalo gnats 
have destroyed human life. In 1884 a 
hmn met death la the same horrible 
fashion that Snelss did, near Haynes 
Station, St. Francis County, Ark.

GLADSTONE'S SPEECH. 


LOHBOM, May 11.—Mr. Gladstone's 


voice at the beginning of his speech was 
feeble and marred by ho arseness, but as 
he proceeded It cleared, and toward the 
close of his remarks he seemed to have 
regained all his old time vigor and effect- 
iveness. He desired, he said, In opening, 
to mate a statement In regard to his per- 
sona] position. He had never, at any pe- 
riod, described home rule as incompatible 
with imperial unity. [Cries of obi oh!] 
The contradiction came from some mem- 
bers of Parliament who had visited Mid- 
lothian, making speeches which were full 
ol totally untrue assertions. [Renewed 
cries of 
oh! oh!].- In 
1871 he ex 


pressed the 
great 
satisfaction with 


which he had heard the statements 
of the supporters of the homo-rule move- 
ment, as those statements contemplated 
nothing leading to a severance of the 
empire. [Cheers from Parnellltes.] Two 
questions had alway presented them- 
selves to his mind regarding home rule: 
Firstly, It must be shown to be desired 
by the mass of population of Ireland; 
secondly, was home rnle compatible with 
unity of the Empire? These questions 
had been answered by Mr. Parnell, who 
declared that wliat people of Ireland 
sought was 
simply 
autonomy. Al- 


ternate coercive and reform measures 
had boen tried in the government of 
Ireland 
and 
had 
equally 
fail- 


ed. 
The medicine of coercion had 


especially been medicine continually ap 
piled in increasing doses with dlniimsh- 
inj; results. Mr. Gladstone reviewed the 
history of the past as proving that only 
a thorough measure having the 
effect 


of satisfying Ireland was now feasible. 
In regard to the idea of the autonomy of 
Ireland being a menace to the unity ol 
the Empire, he reminded the House that 
the same argument was lined against 
granting indi-pvndence to Canada when 
it was determined to 
concede home 


rule to that part of the British Dominion. 
The positions of Canada and Ireland, 
though they are not parallel, he said, 
are analogous. Canada was in precisely 
the same temper that is attributed to Ire- 
Innd to-day. Home rule was not given 
to Canada because she was loyal am: 
friendly. 
She 
was 
now 
loya! 


and friendly because she got home rule 
I sat, said Mr. Gladstone, in Parliament 
when the people of Canada were de 
nouncud as rebels, and some of them were 
Protestants of English and Scotch bfcth 
but the majority of them were Catholics 
of-French extraction. Was the cry against 
them raised because they were Catholics 
of French descent? No, sir. The English 
people In Upper Canada did precisely the 
same thing that French Canadians did 
They rebelled. The Canadian rebels were 
suppressed, but at the moment of milt 
tary victory the political difficulty began 
and the victors were vanquished. If we 
were the military victors, Canadians were 
the victors In the field of reason.

The Dr. Hemon Lecture. 


The Rev. F. & Benson, D. D., pastor 


of the First Baptist church at Chicago, 
delivered bis lecture at the Baptist 
church last night, under the auspices of 
the Young Ladies' Guild. The Doctor 
is one of Chicago's most popular and 
noted clergymen, a man of bright ideas, 
grand thoughts and possessing a big vein 
of humor in his composition. He had a 
large audience, and his talk on "Money, 
or the Golden Calf," was 00 amusing and 
instructive that none of the audience re- 
alized that 90 minutes had iiown by when 
he had finished. ,The lecturer appeared 
to have an unlimited fund of anecdotes. 
It was as natural for him to spin a yarn 
of rich humor, as it was for him to talk, 
and while he was witty to a fault, bis oc- 
casional bursts of eloquence and touches 
of tenderness quieted his auditors and 
brought tears to their eyes. Dr. Henaon 
believes money is a thing not to be light- 
ly esteemed. It is not a sin to be rich; 
God has no use whatever for a lazy, 
worthless, thriftless man, who will not 
work, but simply howls for bread. It is 
not a sin to be rich, or possess a desire to 
be rich. Man should improve his oppor- 
tunities and talents to accumulate for 
purposes of natural enjoyment; but 
money is not the only evidence of riches. 
A man may be rich in health, in strength, 
in children, in having a good stomach; 
and in thought, having a good head on 
him; but money is the one thing that 
moves the world, inspires ambition, keeps 
things humming, gives a man position, 
and affords more solid comforts than 
anything else known. Alluding incident- 
ally to the straggle of the laborer? of the 
country to better their condition, with 
much vigor the Doctor declared that he 
had no use for the socialist, the commun- 
ist, the anarchist, nor the rest of the 
hellish crew; but when he saw so much 
suffering in the world among those who 
had families and were striving hard to 
keep the wolf from the door, and knew 
so many men who had millions of money, 
not a dollar of which do they use to re- 
lieve the wants of their fellow men at 
their very doors, he felt that there was 
something wrong, and his sympathies 
went out to the man of toil who was 
struggling honestly to keep alive and 
better his condition. 


The World's Champion. 


J. H. Herriman, the champion long dis- 


tance pedestrian of the world is in the 
city, and will give an exhibition at 
the tabernacle on Saturday evening next. 
Mr. H. walked from New York to San 
Francisco, arid back to Salt Lake, 6,000 
miles in 104 days, and has just completed 
three BIX days' races, defeating O'Leary 
Fired Krone, Antoine Strogel and Frank 
Hart.

THS GAS WM.LS. 


The One at Macon Gone Dry—No Lot Up 


at Lltohficld after Tour Tear*. 


W. B. Whittaker, of Maoon, in the city 


this weak, says the natural gas well on 
the Thomas Davis farm, has flickered out, 
and the bright hopes raised that Maoon 
streets and house* might be lighted up 
in future by gas, are blighted—nipped in 
the bud. 
The well [at Oerro Gordo 


still holds out, but interest in the dis- 
covery of natural gas in Central Illinois 
baa not decreased in the least. Proba- 
bly the most successful discovery of nat- 
ural gas in the west was made at Litch- 
field, 61 miles below Decatnr on the St. 
Louis branch of the Wabashvoad. A 
correspondent writes, that in 1879 in 
sinking a coal shaft just outside the cor- 
porate limits of Litohfield, petroleum 
was discovered. Two years passed be- 
fore steps were taken to work this find. 
In September, 1881, boring for oil devel- 
oped both oil aud gas, the latter, howev- 
er, not in great force. In August, 1882, 
sinking an oil well, gas was liberated at 
the depth of 650 feet. The fluid was 
conducted through piping to a height 
several feet above the top of the dernck, 
and being lighted every night for several 
weeks it illuminated the surrounding 
country and attracted crowds of specta- 
tors from far and near. The gas since 
that time has been used instead of coal 
in making steam to drive the oil-pump- 
ing machinery, and one family living 
near the wells have used it for domestic 
fuel and light. Farther than this the 
gas was not utilized until last Septem- 
ber, when the Litohfleld council granted 
the desired franchise to a firm that pro- 
posed to supply the people of the town 
with gas both for fuel and light. Now 
there are five miles of main pipe laid, 
through which the gas is conducted from 
the wells to over 100 houses. In all of 
these it is used for fuel, and in many of 
them for lighting. After an experience 
of from two to six months, there is but 
one opinion expressed by those who have 
tested the gas, and that is highly, favora- 
ble. It is confidently expected that the 
number of takers will be at least trebled 
before next winter. The depth of the 
deepest well is about 1400 feet. 


Died at the Age of 71. 


Jacob Hpangler, one of the best known 


old residents of Deoatnr township, died 
last evening at hia home, 1}i miles east 
of the oity, after a painful illness of 
three weeks, at (he advanced age of 71 
years and 10 months. The deceased had 
resided in this county since 183G. He 
was a widower, but leaves seven grown 
children. He was a brother of 
the 


late Mrs. J. D. Tait. 
He possessed 


considerable property during his life 
time, and served as a member of the 
board of supervisors several terms, mak- 
ing an efficient member of that body. 
The cause of his death was eiysipelas. 
Mr. Spangler was an honored member of 
Deoatnr Lodge No. 66,1. O. O. F. That 
order will conduct the funeral on Wed- 
nesday afternoon at 2 o'clock. Rev. D. 
P. Bunn will deliver the sermon.
